Claims 19-21,40-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The method 
of repairing an intra-articular injury in a subject by contacting ruptured tissue ends in an 
intra-synovial environment with a composition having collagen I, an ECM protein, a 
neutralizing agent and a platelet was found to be novel. The prior art tissue 
compositions containing collagen were used to repair ruptured tissue, but failed to place 
the claimed composition within an intra-synovial environment of an intra-articular injury.
